A frequent explanation of a 
foothaller's failure is, ‘He has 
lost his confidence.’ What that 
means to the average layman is 
only a matter of conjecture. None 
but those who have gone through 
this particular experience can 
quite understand it. Strange 
though it may seem, this period 
comes toa most footballers in 
time, through no fault of their 
own, but when it arrives it is a 
hard job to shake it off. The con- 
fidence which comes from a goal 
lead Im an important match is 
only known to those who have 
participated In a game of that 
character. Often have I seen a 
team playing very ordinarily, the 
other side doing the bulk of the 
preasing, but from a sudden break 
away the inferior side scored, and 
then every man of that side play- 
ed as if inspired, 


There are many other cases in 
which the all important factor, 
“tonfidence,"’ plays a big part. 
The presence of a custodian who 
has the confidence of his fellow- 
players is a prize in itself. Being 
the last line of defence, it is the 
most perilous position on the field 
a post where all-round confidence 
is one of the greatest essentials. 
The full-backs will play a much 
better game knowing they have 
“so and so’’ behind them, Confi- 
dence jis contagious, it spreads, 
while the reverse is equally true. 
Lack of confidence is a kind of 
creeping paralysis, which gradu- 
ally affects with ineptitude the 
most brilliant combination of 


players. You have, no doubt, wit- 
nessed parallel cases in ‘your 
lime, Such is the yalue of con- 


fidence. The world would not go 
on without it. In any phase of 
life ft is the one road to success, 
and a football team which can 
eount it as amongst its assets is 
the one that will sueceed.—

In regard to District football, 
which is now exercising the minds 
of the Soccer public, it is well to 
point out that there is no neces- — 
sity, if ultimately introduced, to 
concentrate all ist Grade teams in 
one division. Sydney and metro- | 
polis are large enough easily to . 
accommodate 16 1st Grade teams, 
but abolish the relegation of 
teams below the 2nd Division, to- 
ensure these two divisions being 
permanent, as a whole (retain- 
Ing of course the promotion from 
2nd to Ist Division), and step by 
step arrange for the formation of 
reserve teams, corresponding to 
the Ist Grade, as in the Rugby 
League. 

I suggest for consideration the 
formation of the following 16 
clubs in the Metropolitan area, to 
be divided jnto 2 ‘8 team" divis- 
fons: Annandale, Balmain, Can- 
terbury, Bastern Suburbs, Glades- 
ville (or Ryde), Glebe, Granville, 
Leichhardt, Manly, Newtown, N. ° 
Sydney, Pyrmont, South Sydney, 
St. George, Sydney, W. Suburbs,
